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It 18 incumbent on the Friends of thofe, who by a fiuijU . 
^igprity, were sble to rejeft the laid Loan-BUl^ tq ihew 
fomc Property in the Houfe of Commons to the publkk R^- 
▼enue$^ and that they have a Power to apply the Money of the 
Funds to any Ufes they ihall think fit, when thev have not 
been appropriated by Parliament to any Ipecial oervice ; if 
that could be done, then we fliould fee the Propriety of that ^ 
Ikvourite Toaft, of a moft illuftrious Patriot, the fuppofed ^ 
Author of a late Pamphlet, before quoted, Maf the Commons 
if Ireland ivtr hold the Purfe of the Nation. For which 
wife Tenet, let his Name be handed down with Honour 
by all Lovers of l^iberty to the lateft Generation* } and 
aifi) for his glorious Stand and Oppofltion to Court-Ihflu* 
fence, when the Freedoms of the Dublin Citizens were 
templed on in a former Seffion ; I mean, thfeir Freedom

tMs cancBd Writer for fome Hints, which help to clear up 
the Queftion, p. 83. He alks '' are not all Grants of Mo- 
*• ney made to the King ? Muft not all Applications be in 
'* hi$ Name? Is not this allowed by every feodyT' I an- 
fwer to thefe three Queftlons in the Affirmative j and do 
bdieve the faid Author always thought fo until of late, 
that the Application of publick Money fhould be in the 
King's Name ; which cannot be made known unlefs it were 
properly fignified that the King is pleafed the Money fhould be 
appned to this or that Ufe, or Conjentf at lead it fhould be fb. 
For the Cbn^mons hitherto never daimed more than a Right of 
r«fing Money in Conjunftion with the other Branches of the 
Leg^ature ; they never afTumed a Right of applying it after 
it i5 raifed, when i^nappropnated by Aft of Parliament. 
I^his hath been always done bv the King, who ever was 
vefted with this Authority \ aha indeed it cannot be other- 
wife with any Propriety, as the executive Power in all Mat- ^ 

t<rs is lodged in his Majefly'ii Hands.

allocated out of the Money arifing from the faid additional 
Puties, are two thoufand Pounds a Year, for encouraging the 
raifingof Flax and Hemp , — And two thoufand Pounds a Year, 
more' for the further Encouragement of the Hempen and 
Flaxen Manufaftures, in the Provinces of Leinfter, Munfler^ 
and Conaught.

• Seijeant at Arms n^ * ^■The Sum of two hundred and fifty 
Poviods to the two Clerks of the Committees.—— Eighty 

B Pounds 
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Pounds to the tvro Door-keepers — one hundred and twjrfve 
Pounds to the Printer of the Publick Accompts-— two hun- 
dred Ppunds to Jofepb Scxtoriy Paper-makcr-r- three hun- 
dred Pounds to Robert Rainey for making malleable Iron^ 
from Pig-metal with Turf Coal. Which feveral Sums arc 
ndirecbed by this Aft, to be payed by the Vice-Treafurers, 
without any further Warrant to be fued for in that Behalf. 
But as to the reft of the Money arifing by thcfe feveral Du^ 
ties (be the ^um everfp gr^at) it is plain, by the Words 
pf the Aft, they are ordered to be paid to the King for 
the fupport of his Government in general, without any 
farthdir Limitation, or Refervation to the Houfe of Com- 
mon$, of applying the Savings (if any there fbould be, af- 
Jer th# Charge of the Eftablifhment is fully defrayed) in 
> fuch Manner as^ they fhall hereafter dired and appoint. 

It is manifeft, the feveral Sums arifing from t}ie feveral 

Branches of the Hereditary Revenue and the Additional 

Duties being intirely^nd absolutely granted to be paid to 

the King, muft necpflarily be in his own and fole Difpo-> 

fal, by the very Words of both A&s ; the Money is paid int 

to his Majefty's '^Treafury, applied to publick Ufiis by his 

' Order and aqcompted for by his Officers, who prepare the 

Accompts of it, with the Application thereof, and lay them 

before the Houfe of Commons, in order to their being aur 

dited. feut as to any fortuitous Redundancy over iand 

^above the Necefliiies of State, there is no Appropriation 

of that by A£fc of Parliament, no Provifo is made in that 

Cafe in favour of the Commons, fo as to be applied by Par^ 

lianient to any Ufe whatfoever. 

We find another hSt pafled tl^e fame Seflion in 
one thoufand feven hundred and fifty one, for paying 
off Part of the National Debt, with the King^s pre*- 
vious Con/enty and providing for the Payment of the 
Intereft of the remaining Loan, out of the Aids. grant- 
ed to the King for that Purpofe. Here it is provided 
that thofe feveral Duties and Aids thereby granted to 
his JJlajefiy, fhall in the firft Place be applied by his 
Vice-Treamrcrs, to difcharge the Intereft — and that all 
the Surplus of the faid Aids and Duties over and abov^ 
.^' what fhall be fufficient to difcharge the faid Intereft, ftiall 
be applied towards the Difcharge of the principal Sum of 
■ one hundred and feventeen thoufand five hundred Pounds, 
when and as often as fuch Surplus in the Hands of the* 

• Vice* 
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yic6-Tr6a{urers or their Deputy, ihall amount to theAliti' 
of five thoufand Pounds — After which Qaufe, If i3_yarth^ 
provided, v/au * And.be it further enaded by. the Authori- 
•. tyaforefaid, That if any Part of the faid principal Sums' 

• hereby provided for^ (hall be due and unpaid on the faid * 
' tw:enty fifth Day of December, which fhall be in the Year '

So that it appears, .the Parliament had provided ki cne ' 
thoufand. feven hundred and fifty ohe^* for paying off Part* 
of the Loan, out of the King's Treafury with his own ' 
Confent, and alfo that the Remainder (haU be paid to the 
refpedive Crectitors ; and yet when the King comes in the 
next <Se(iion to concur with his Parliament, for making ^ 
good the (aid Paytnent, his gracious Offer is rejeded, be->* 
caufe he offers to do it in Conjun^oti with his People i 
wJKen at the fame Time it appears, he has an exclufive 
Power of doing it without them, as the Event has proved 
by his. fpecial Order to the Vice-Treafurers being fen t over 
for that Piirpoie ; and the very Redundancy with which ha 
had been impowered to do it, arofe from free Parliametita-^ - 
ry GrantSL in former Seflions^ 

It may perhaps, be afkeJ what are the Powers of the 
Crown, and under what Limitations are the Duties' gran t-^ 
cd in the Ad, 14 Cba. 2. for fettling the Excift, 6fr. be-^ 
caufe we find the additional Duties are given to his Majefiy 
on the fame Foot with the Excife. And if the faiS Statute 
be looked into, the Reader will fee that all Duties payable 
by this A& are granted to hisMajefty, and jgb Succeflors 
for ever^ without any Limitation or Reftraint ; which no 
Bbdy of Mcii ^er nnce the Grant pretended to have a 
Right to Share in with the King.-*— The Preamble of the

bitaats, as af^ears evidently from hence^becaufe it ptoduced 
itiore in the Time above-mcntiotied, by fifty thoufan4 
three hundred and eighteen Pounds, a Year, than it had 
dbiie in the foregoing twelve Years, the Trade apd Inha- 
bitants of Dublin having Vaftly incfeafed during that Period. 
Atnd by the Journals of the Houfe of Commons, it appears^ 
that no part 4^f this large Revenue, which is the grand 
fbpport of the whole Eftablifhment, was f ^ifed 1^ the Boun- 
ty of the Commons ; who feem to think, that by the ufage 
of Parhamenf, ill Money Icvyed oh the Subjed, muft 
be expended by their Diredion ; and th^t all Ads of Paf-^ 
Itafiitftt aboikt Monty muft. take their Rife in that Houfe. 
P^ all the Duties or Cuftoms outwards and inwards, the 
Money arififig by Inland Excife and imported Goods, by^ 
Ate and Beet Licences, and by Hearth-money, were layed 
oii; the Subjeft originally and in confequence of Bills frarn-"' 
^ by other parts of the Conftitution, and not by the Com- 
tftons^ namely, by the Privy Council ; and fo tranfmitted 
td the King and Council in Enghnd for their Approbation^ 
\^ho fent them back under the Great Seal to otr twa 
Hottfes of Patliament, who immediately agreed to their 
being pafe'd into a' Law. It is alfo evident from the' Pub- 
litk Accoif^ptft^ that the Saving^ which remain due to the 
Nfttion upon Bftlaitee^ are by much the greater part the ' 
Kiftg*s Owri Property ; they arife from his pcrfonal Here- 
ditary Rev^mse^ fettled upon the Crown for ever, enjoyed 
by his Maj6fty*s Predcceffors for near a Century paft, and' 
Ted^d in the King for the Support of his Honour and Digni- 
ty \ in the ApplkfttiOtt of which the Houfe of Commtms 
hUve nothing farther to do than to audit the Atrcompt of 
that t^'und, alorig with the Product of die additional Duties 
grMfed from t<w Years to two Years, the Income 6f which 
Duties dde^ not itiake one Third of the whole Revenue ; 
and yet even this lyCrtA is granted in as abfokte a Manni^ 
t<^ the King, as the olfher two TTiirds which were fettled on 
the Ch)Wli by onr Anceftor? in the Reign of King Cbarks 
tMe Geeend. The Produce of the additional Duties at a 
Mlidittlir for the feme Term make only one hundred and 
fdftf nine thoufand eight hundred and fixty^ five Pounds a 
Year. " The 
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fr^ worthy Author before quoted, p* 38. * ConfeSki^ 
^.it is V^i^o^n by every Body, that thefe Accompts and* 

* Eftimates are all prepaied by the King's Servants. And 
''anft>rmer SurpluiTes, as well as theprefent, h^ve been 

* carried: forward in the Eftimates for .$ir}>ply, and have 

* been applied to the current Service of tfic Interval be- 
^ tweei; Seflions. From which it is plain, that the Sei*- 
vants of the Crown not only make up the Accompt of 
all Money paid by the King's Orders, but alfo prepare^, 
Eftimates for levying more, if the Funds are deficient for 
anfwering the Charges of Government. Now with what 
Colour can our M — k-Pa-^ots pretend that die Parliament 
have the Right of applying any Sum they fliall jfudge expe-^ 

*dient to the Publick Service, without the King,, when it is 
manifeft on all Hands, they have no fuch Right by Law^. 
that they never exercifed fuch a Rights or ever prete^id^ 
cd to it before. Nay, when the contrary appears true, 
that the King has the fole Right by Law, of^direSing all 
Applications of publick Money, that his Predeceflbrs al- 
ways exercifed . this Right, and that his prefent Majefty^ 
whom God long preferve, claims no new Right, by offer-* 
ing his chcarful Concurrence with the Parliament, for ap-. 
plying Part of the Redundancy in his Funds for paying oiF^ 
the Debts.. Which gracious Intention of the King, had it^ 
been readily complied with, would have given Spirit to our 
Trade and Manufafhires, and would have prevented that 
Stagnation in Bufinefs and Failure of Credit, which the Na- 
tion h^th of late moft unhappily felt. I ihall not fay, ta 
whom thefe Misfortunes are due , it is too well known, to 
meed a farther Explanation. And the Perfons^ who occafi- 
ooed this Mifchief, are not content with what they hav^ 
done,but have either engaged, or do not difcourage the vileft 
of all Scriblers, Slanderers, and' Incendiaries, to prejudice 
People throtis;hout the Kingdom, in their Favour,, by mif* 
reprefenting the Government, as if themfelves were the 
only Friends of Ireland, and wiflied its Profperity, better 
than thofe moderate Men of the higheft Fi^re and beft : 
Fortunesin the Nation, that efpoufe his Majefty's Rights * 
and would fain (till maintain the Regularity of our antient: 
Proceedings in Parliament ; well knowing, that thefe King-^:; 
dfsms have brought on their own Ruin and Defolation more t 
than once, when the feparate Rights of either King or * 
People have been defpifed ; and when a juft Ballance has not ; 
kjsen maintained between the Prerogative of the Crown^ 

and: 
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snd the Liberty of the Subjed ; both which, ^hen.*julBy 
preferved, as was in this Cafe intended, x!o fuppgVtiine atir . 
other. But to be more explicite, let me add ; The uiual Pre? 
tence for opposing the faidClaufe, about theprei4oiuitPod^ 
fent, which is urged by the .M— k-Pa— bts is this*. That 
the furplus Money arifes intirely out of the additional Duties, 
and from no part of thie Hereditary Revenue,, becaufe the 
former was granted only in Aid of the Latter, and to makji 
good any Deficiency that might happen in the Hereditary 
Revenue, for anfwering the £nds of Government. But to 
this favourite ObjeSion of theirs no other Anfwer need to 
be given except this ; that by the ASs of Parliament before 
quoted, it appears, the King's Power hv the Statute Law 
pf th6' Land^ as it now ftands, is direSfy on the fame Foot * 
with refpeft to the AppUcation'^of all Branches, of the Reve 
nue alike ; there is ho Reftridion on the King, as to the^ 
Po>yer of. applying the Produce of the . additional Duties^ 
more than in that of the Hereditary Revenue. I know of np 
Difference between them, except that one Fund is granted 
for ever, and the other is granted only for t\yo Years, but 
in the fame abfolute manner totally in the Diredion of the 
Crown for publick Services. And I hope it will be allow- ' 
cd, that paying the publick Debt is a publick Service. It 
never yet was heard of, as I conceive, in cafe a Sum of 
Money be given to any Truftee to be applied by him to 
any ufeful Charity, and Deeds are properly executed 
for this Purpofe, for Inftai^ce, to apply the faid Sum for any 
given Time to that Ufe ; that the Donor (hall jefume, that 
Grant when he pleafes, and when he had no Caufe to com- 
plain of any Mifapplication or Abufe of the faidTruftj I 
think every Body would look upon fuch an Attempt as ab- 
furd, and that the faid Donor ought to be an Objed of 
Charity himfelf and get a Cell in the Lunatick Hofpi- 
tal, founded by a real Patriot, who truly loved hivCountry. 
In fhort, both by Law and Ufage the King mu^Hronfent to^ 
or elfeappty of himlelf all Money arifing out of our Funds \ 
it will not, nor can ^ver be otherwife without a remarkable 
Charge hrft made in the Conftitution ; which cannot4>e ef- 
fected, without the Concurrence of the King and Houfe of 
Lords. A hard-fought-for Majority in one Houfe cannot do 
it of* themfelves. The Form and Tenor of Monig?^ 
Bills muft be altered ; and the Difpofal of publick Money 
muft no longer be veiled in the King, as it ever has been in 
this Kingdom* It muft for the fiiturp (»e referved to the 
' ' Houfe 
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JSduTe of Com^o«6 : And whenever ifaat Day <?on|ef, then 
Mte (ball %,' the King's previous Codent is impercineat and 
ne^efs p for the ^Application of unappropriated pubiick 
iAoney^ i$ now the fole R^ht of the Cooimons. 

I nave the Pleafure of telling you^ that in this Iai^« 
tild trading Cky, the Lord-Lieutenant is held m high and 
jyft Efteem^ for fupporting Publick Credit, at this critical 
-Titne, very few of : the Merchants having refnfed to re^ 
turn his Grace iheir fincere Thanks for bringing about this 
general Good. I hope the deluded People of this King«> 
dom will open their Eyes, and fee through the reftlefs Am^^ 
, bitioD and Malice of. fome private Men, who hope to 
avail themfelvesy by raiiing Oppoiition to th« Meafnrasof 
Us Majefly's Government, by viilifying the Perfons'he 
^mpbys, and mifreprefenting their Designs. If Men 
con^e once to confider Things difpafltonately, they wilt 
plainly fee who have been the true Friends of Ireland, and 
who m Reality, are its Enemies. Muft it not be with the 
IQoft wicked Views, that it is now intended to tamper with 
Sheriffs and Juries, throughout the Kingdom ; as one 
fnay eafily fuppofe, if publick Fame did not difcover it, 
hy the new invented Toafls at their late Meetings, relating 

fo Sheriffs and Grand-juries,
